He said that he went out 
about 9 o’clock ^londay night to 
make some repairs on a fence, and 
while thus engaged saw a man ap­ 
parently slipping up on him from 
the rear. 
He 
drew 
a 
revolver 
when tiie shadowy figure seemed 
to spring toward him, and he fired 
one shot, after which he took to 
his keels without waiting to see 
the effect. 
He told no one of what liad oc­ 
curred and on getting up in the 
morning learned that his brother 
had not come in during the night. 
A t the first opportunity he slipped 
out to the barn, 
and there dis­ 
covered for the first time wliat he 
had done. 
Upon the impulse of the moment 
he immediately started for Paris to 
give himself up and secure legal 
counsel, telling no one of the kill­ 
ing and leaving the body as he had 
founa 
it. 
Knight 
subsecjuently 
gave himself up to the sheriff and 
is now in jail, his mouth having 
been closed by his attorneys, who 
also refuse to talk of the matter. 
The two men, it appears, lived 
with their mother, an 
aged and 
infirm woman, whose mind is un- 
baianced, and for w'hom another 
son, wlio lives near Brocton, acts 
as coiihervator. Tlie dead man was 
about 53 years of age, while his 
slayer is 35. 
It is said that the 
relations between them have been 
greatly strained, both being high- 
tempered and addicted to (juarrel- 
ing.
